Am erica. 
A few words of advice to tea drinkers 
may not be malapropos. 
W hen I left the United Sta tes I w a s 
considered a fa ir judg e of tea. 
Now, 
a fter ha ving visited Ceylon, Formosa 
and the Amoy district I find I knew 
nothing of tea. 
We Am ericans don’t know the first 
principles of m a king tea. 
The delica te 
lea f should never 
touch 
m eta l. 
It 
should be kept in paper, wood, g la ss or 
porcelan. 
To 
m ake 
it, put a sm a ll 
qua ntity in a porcela in cup, fill the la t­ 
ter w ith boiling w a ter, cover it up w ith 
a porcela in sa ucer and let it sta nd three 
m inutes. 
Then, if you desire to be an epicure 
drink only the upper la yer of the 
g olden liquor, throw the rest a w a y, 
rinse the cup, and beg in dra w ing de 
novo. 
Never use sug a r a ny more tha n 
you w ould sw eeten « Chambertin or pour 
m ola sses into Mumm’s extra dry. 
Do 
not use milk. 
It ruins the flavor of tea 
and 
the 
com bina tion 
injures 
the 
stomach. 
T he cloudiness produced by 
a dding m ilk to tea a rises from the 
a ction of the ta nnin upon the casein, 
and 
is, 
chem ica lly 
spea king , 
pure 
lea ther. 
Above a ll th ln ^ , do not boll tea, 
sa ys Edward Bedloe, U nited 
Sta tes 
consul a t Amoy, China. 
The hea t 
drives off the perfume, spoils the flavor 
and extra cts the ta nnin, the a string ent 
principle. 
If the boiling be done in a 
tin or iron pot the ta nnin a tta cks the 
m eta l a nd m a kes the liquid 
black. 
T his fluid is sim ply diluted ink. 
Never let the tea sta nd except in a 
tig htly-closed porcela in pot. 
Sta nding 
cha ng es it from a delicious, wholesom e 
bevera g e into an ill-ta stin g and bitter 
liquor. 
B etter m ake it in sm a ll qua n­ 
tities and make it often. 
In summer, 
w hen you w a nt to cool off quickly, sip 
the tea boiling hot, w ith a slice of pre­ 
viously peeled lem on, or nicer still, of 
ora ng e w ith out the rind, floa ting in it. 
In w inter, especia lly w hen you ha ve a 
cold and require a sudorific, add a wine- 
g la ssfu l of arrack to it and drink it 
dow n a s hot a s you can sta nd it. 
It 
w ill bring out a profuse perspiration 
w hen punch or hot Scotch fa lls to tha w 
you out. 
Bew a re of g reen tea! 
It is an abom­ 
ina tion and a fraud. 
In the first place, 
it is the unripe lea f, and bears the same 
rela tion to the rea l a rticle th a t the 
g reen does to the ripe peach. 
The g reen 
tea of commerce derives its rare color 
from being cured, or ra ther killed, 
on 
dirty 
copper pans, 
from 
being 
m ixed w ith w eeds and shrubs, from be­ 
ing sta ined w ith indig o and chrome y el­ 
low , from being colored w ith verdigris, 
g ra ss juice, chlorophyL 
Every g reen 
dye know n to commerce ha s been used 
to produce th a t much admired but 
dea th-dea ling color, except It may be 
paris g reen. 
As soon a s the use of tha t 
poisonous substa nce w ill g ive a profit 
of a cent a pound, no doubt it w ill be 
libera lly used by the mercenary M ongo­ 
lia n m ercha nt and the much more mer­ 
cena ry, cultured European tea trader. 
I w ill venture the sta tem ent tha t 
tkcre ifi no fine tea in the U nited Sta tes. 


W ha t g oes to our coufiTry is the chea p 
stuff used here by the coolies and ja il 
Inmates. 
W hen a n American housekeeper pa ys 
one dolla r per pound for her Oolong or 
E ng lish brea kfa st, she is bu ying w ha t 
is sold here f » r tw enty-five cents. 
No 
rea lly good tea is sold here for less tha n 
one dolla r per pound by the w holesa le. 
If laid down in the m a rket a t home it 
could not be sold for less tha n one dol­ 
la r and 
seventy-five 
cents,—Goldth- 
w a iie’s M agazine.

The petition

others, a ll members of the strikers’ ad­ 
visory com m ittee, 
w ith 
treason. 
It 
sta tes 
tha t 
the 
defenda nts, 
who 
are inha bita nts and residents of the 
com m onwea lth of Pennsylva nia , did or­ 
dain, prepare and levy war a g a inst the 
com m onwea lth of Pennsylva nia to the 
end tha t the constitution, la w s and au­ 
thority were defied, resisted and sub­ 
verted, and tha t the sa id defenda nts on 
J uly 1, w ith hundreds of miners, armed 
and arrayed in w a rlike manner, tha t 
is to sa y w ith g uns, revolvers, cannons, 
swords, knives and clubs, did unla w ­ 
fully, m a liciously and tralUirously as­ 
sem ble in the borough of Homestead, 
and then and there, w ith force and

It wa s la te in the a fternoon when the 
w a rra nts reached Homestead and were 
placed in the hands of the officers. 
They sta rteil out a t 9 o’clock and first 
ca ug ht Crawford and Dlerken. 
The 
others were ca ug ht in quick succession 
before the strikers had tim e to rea lize 
w ha t wa s ha ppening . 
As the prisoners 
were speeding to the prison tents the 
alarm wa s ta ken and many strikers ha s­ 
tened toward the guard, but were de­ 
nied a ll Information; indeed, severa l of 
the prisoners did not know why they 
were arrested until sa fe behind the 
ba yonets of the soldiers. 
It w a s in­ 
tended first to keep the prisoners a ll 
nig ht and hunt for others, but through 
fea r t>f an a ttem pt a t rescue they were 
ta ken to the city farm sta tion, place<l 
on the train, ta ken to Pittsburg h a t 11 
o’clock and landed in jail. 
This is the first tim e in the history of 
the sta te tha t any resident has l>een 
charged w ith treason a g a inst the com­ 
m onwea lth and the outcome of the cases 
w ill be vvaUdied w ith Interest.

pena lty w hich formerly was death is 
tw elve yea rs’ Imprisonment in the pen­ 
itentia ry.
